The Senior High, by absorbing 
the ninth grade, would stand at 
915 students this coming Septem- 
ber - way beyond its present 


| capacity. The Junior High would 


be at 540, however. 

In 1965, under the 6-2-4 system, 
the High School would have 1,071 
students and the Junior High 705. 
And by 1970, the senior building 
would hold 1,367, and the Junior 
High 825. 

The committeeconcludedthat 
the High School can not take the 
ninth grade under a 6-2-4 plan; and 
further, if it can only be expanded 
to 1,000, it wouldn’t hold the pro- 
jected enrollment in 1965 under the 
alternate system. If the Senior High 
can be altered to house 1,400, or 
if new facilities are constructed, 
it would be adequate through 1970. 

Under the 6-2-4 plan, the com- 
mittee found. that the Junior High 
will be adequate until 1970, pro- 
viding some remodelling of core 
facilities is accomplished.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
583 May Die — Will You? 


Will 583 persons die on our highways over the coming 


long weekend? 

This is the prediction. Only you can do anything about 
it. 

For most accidents this weekend — or at any other time 

will result from moments of indecision, carelessness, 
inattention or a deliberately-taken ‘‘calculated risk’’ that 
doesn’t work out. 

Statistics tend to support the view that it isn’t the hab- 
itual speed demon, the drunk or the driver-away-from-home 
who causes accidents in all cases. Many are caused by 
people driving in their own general neighborhoods, people 
who are considered good drivers most of the time. 

They accept familiar streets and highways as safe; 
they tend to view social drinking as ipermissible prior to 
to driving; they feel that their superior skill justifies tak- 
ing a risk; they believe that accidents only happen to 
someone else. 

Then comes the moment of truth. 

Only you can do something about it. And you can avoid 
becoming the cause of a serious accident: 

If only you would recognize your own fallibility; if only 
you would keep your mind on driving; if only you would 
be alert to traffic lights, signs and laws; if only you would 
stop and rest when tired. 

If only you wouldn’t lay the baby on the front seat; if 
only you would keep your temper under control; if only 
you would not trust playing children] if only you would not 
take occasional chances. 

The list can go on and on — but you get the point; 

It is up to you, each of you, to do the things you know 
will promote highway safety. Don’t depend on the other 
fellow to do them — practice safe driving yourself, every 
time you’re on the road, 

That’s the only way to avoid having the Fourth of July 
weekend predictions come true.

arrived at the scene about six 
minutes after the first call was 
received - and was quickly follow- 
ed by other cruisers of the 
department, carrying stretchers 
and other emergency equipment. 

In response to aquick summons, 
Lawrence sent two ambulances 
and three police cruisers, and 
North Andover sent its ambulance. 
The state police also sent men 
and cruisers to the scene. 

As swiftly as one vehicle could 
be backed up to the tangled wreck- 
age and loaded with a victim, 
another was available for use. 

The Andover ambulance was in 
Boston at the time, taking a med-= 
ical patient to the hospital. 

The town’s emergency Civil 
Defense truck, equipped with pow~ 
erful air jacks, was summoned to 
the accident, and the jacks were 
put to quick use in prying open 
the car driven by Mrs. Herbert. 
She was trapped in thecar, resting 
forward on the steering wheel, 
which had been twisted so that it 
faced the windshield. The hand 
brake in the car had been bent 
into an L-shape, and the front 
seat had telescoped into a huge V. 

The windshields of both vehicles, 

particularly on the passengers’ 
sides, indicated that the occupants 
had come into contact with the 
glass with considerable force. 
It was the occupant of the right- 
hand front seat of the west-bound 
car who was killed. Dr. John T. 
Batal, medical examiner, said she 
died from a fractured cervical 
spine and transection of the cer- 
vical cord. She also sustained a 
fractured skull, fractured should- 
er, and multiple lacerations, 
abrasions and contusions.
